Character of the season —The rainfall in February was above 
the average except in the lower Assam Valley where it was 
nearly normal. It was ‘excessive everywhere in March, when 
it was more than double the average in the principal jute grow- 
- ing districts. -In April the rain was scanty in the Surma Valley 
and about normal in the Assam Valley, but in May it was in 
defect almost in all districts. The excessive rain at sowing time 
tended to diminish the area that would have been put under jute, 
particularly in Sylhet, Goalpara and Kamrup. Though the 
weather has changed for the better, the general condition of the 
crop has not improved and is everywhere reported to be worse 
than in last year. . c 

Area sown.—According to the estimates of the Deputy Com- 
missioners the area sown this year has decreased in every district 
except Nowgong, where there is a slight increase owing to immi- 
gration from Mymensingh, The total area under the crop is 
estimated at 125,100 acres which is 12,200 acres less than the 
actual area‘of last year. Unfavourable market results then as 
well as the unfavourable weather are responsible for the decrease. 

Stock.—According to the report of the Deputy Commissioners 
there is much jute in stock from last year in Sylhet, Goalpara 
and Nowgong.
